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W'° have had in our days an incomparable 

Mifcellany, intitled Ze Spectator, which 
came out every day. ‘That Work has been tran- 
flated into French, and admired beyond Sea. 
Mr. Vaw Effen has fince publifhed weekly feve- 
ral ingenious Papers in the fame kind, and they 
have been collected into two Volumes, confift- 
ing of LXXXVII Difcourfes. The following 
{pecimen will give fome notion of the chara¢ter 
of this Performance. I begin with the fub- 
{tance of a long paflage. ~— 


Vol. 1. Pag. 97. A truly learned man, fays 
the Author, and who deferves. to be fo called, 
is he who knows a great many ufeful things, 


which ‘being digefted by meditation, may im- 


prove his Reafon and the Knowledge of his du- 
ty, and -enable him to-live with pleafure and 
Ni Sa , 
* But He who is a€tually pofféft of the title of 
learned man, has: perplexed his mind, without 
choice and difcernment, with the moft infigni- 
ficant trifles of Antiquity ; he can give the ge- 
nealogy-of every word: he correéts, or rather 
{poils an obfcure paffage of an antient Author, 
and grows pale by poring night and day upon 
the Infcription of a Medal, which feems to have 
been preferved only to rack his brains. Laftly, 
he negleéts. to. learn ‘what. no, reafonable man 
fheuld be ignorant of, that he may have the 
glory of knowing what is only known to few 
perfors® < ~ 4 , 
-\When. he)is-thus provided with fuch an un- 
common knowledge, the title of Great Man is 


not too fine for him : he pities thofe who mind. 
things 
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things that are truly important. He thinks him- 
felf infinitely above a man, who making a feri- 
ous ftudy of the prefervation of his fellow- 
creatures, can find out the caufe of difeafes in 
that wonderful Labyrinth of mufcles, veins, ar- 
teries and other parts of the human body ; the 
leaft of which. is a demonftration of the infinite 
wifdom of the Creator. 

He flights a Philofopher, who labours to im- 
prove his Reafon, and free himfelf from the 
flavery of the fenfes, paffions and prejudices. 

He thinks it time loft, to ftudy the mutual 
duties of intelligent Beings, and to fhow the 
reafonablenefs of thofe duties, and that they 
are the true intereft of Men. ’Tis much bet- 
ter to know how the Gowns of the Romans, 
and the Cloaks of the Greeks were made ; what 
was the figure of their Cafanets ; how Nurfes 
rocked children. 

I fhould be glad to argue with you, IIluftri- 
ous Men, if I difcovered in your produétions 
the leaft principle of reafoning, and if your 
mind was not buried under a heap of Varig Le- 
fiones, and the venerable ruins of Antiquity. 
Any body as well as you, though never fo great 
a Blockhead, may read night and day, and make 
a monftrous Collection of remarks. Nay, ic 
may be faid, that dulnefs of wit is almoft ne= 
ceflary for fuch a dry and barren labour. Pray, 
Gentlemen, what benefit can men’ reap from 
your painful Lucubrations ? Shall I find in your 
Writings any thing that will improve my mind, 
and make me more reafonable and virtuous ? Do 
you teach a Father how he can form the mind 
and manners of his Son? Will Men learn of you 
the art: of finding their happinefs in chemfelyes, 
by a right ufe of their Reafon ?

Let no one think that Iam an enemy to po- 
lite Learning. I only hate the abufe of it. | 
defire to underftand Hiftory, in order to refle& 
upon the conduct of men, and draw from it ufe- 
ful rules for my own conduct. I want to have 
a general notion of the manners of the Anti- 
ents, that I may not be continually at a lofs in 
reading their Works. I read excellent Verfes, 
to admire the Poet’s wit, the greatnels of the 
fentiments, a rich imagination, the force of the 
terms, and the harmony of the cadence. In a 
word, I defire that my Reading fhould afford 
me a folid ufefulnefs, or at leaft a reafonable 
pleafure. I will not wretchedly fweat upon an 
obfcure paflage, which being at laft cleared, will 
perhaps afford me for the reward of my labour, 
either a common thought, or one contrary to 
good fenie. . 

Thus far our Author. 'Thofe things,. which 
he calls trifles, may be learned ; but a man 
fhould not value himielf upon them, nor neglect 


the ftudy of things infinitely more valuable and — 


important. 


Pag. 106. Here follows another paffage con- 
tracted. 

Hiftory (fays the Author) mentions a cer- 
tain Nation (tbe Dutch) the wifelt and the moft 
happy that ever was in the world. That peo- 
ple, by a continual labour, made a {mall part 
of the Earth inhabitable, which Nature feemed 
to have only defigned for a difmal folitude. 
Marfhes became — fruitful, and Woods 
were changed into pleafant meadows. : The in- 
habitants of that country found plenty, where 
a more refined people would hardly have found 
the neceflaries of life. ‘They foftened their la- 
bours 
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bours with the agreeable innocence of natural 
pleafures, and led a happy life. Milk, legumes 
and fruit afforded them pleafant, wholefome and 
frugal meals. An amiable fimplicity, which at- 
tends innocence, concealed from that people 
vices occafioned by refined manners : without a 
fine wit, they had an admirable good fenfe, 
which appeared efpecially by their wife and ho- 
neft Politics. 

They did not ftifle that good fenfe with a 
knowledge-more curious than ufeful, and which 
has no relation to the good order and happinefs 
of Mankind. ‘That folid advantage was dearer 
to them, than the falfe glittering of Modes, and 
a vain policenefs not grounded upon Reafon. 


| This politenefs which deprives Reafon of its 


lawful empire, and exercifes a pernicious tyran- 
ny over it, was happily unknown to them. They 
only followed innocent Nature in their manners ; 
theiy candor, their fincerity, were always the 
fame. It did not fo much as come into their 
thoughts, that Speech might be ufed to deceive 
any body : they did not think of employing in 
perfidioufnefs and treachery a talent, which was 
beftowed upon us to keep up a mutual and agree- 
able commerce, by eafily imparting our thoughts 
one to another. Incapable of the moft innocent 
deceit, they never fufpected others. Unhappi- 
nefs appeared to them a leffer evil than guile, 
They did not ftudy to pleafe and deceive the 
fair Sex with nice and bafe flatteries, And ine 
deed, of what ufe would fuch a refined art 
have been to them ? They had only a mind to 
Make themfelves amiable to one Woman, and 
to fhare with her the pleafures arjfing from vir-. 
tue, and the troubles jnféparable from human 
Mture. The fatal diforders of adultery were 
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unknown in their peaceable houfes : the huf 
band inthe day was only taken up with the care 
of his family ; and in the night he recreated 
himfelf in the embraces of his dear wife, whofe 
ingenuity and plainnefs were much more affect- 
ing, than the fair words of the women of our 
Age. <A Wife, full of tendernefs for her Huf- 
band, found no other Man amiable but him. 
A fifter does not look otherwife upon her bro» 
ther, than thofe wives looked upon any one that 
was not their husband. A happy equality, which 
makes the true happinefs of a Republic, made 
them love their Liberty as much as their Lives. 
Being lovers of peace, and free from an extra- 
vagant defire of enlarging their Dominions, 
they did not purchafe with a thoufand crimes 
the uneafy care of governing a people againft 
their will : but they were animated with a ge- 
nerous ardor, as foon as any attempt was made 
upon their Liberty. They were all equally con- 
cerned for the good of their Country ; and when 
there was occafion for it, they all ran with an 
equal zeal to its defenfe. No Nation did ever 
perform greater exploits ; and it was never feen 
more evidently, that Liberty is the fource of 
Valour. A cordial goodnefs, which appears fo 
ridiculous in this Age, was the peculiar chara- 
éter of that people : all unfortunate men, all 
perfecuted perfons, came from all parts, to take 
far€tuary in that Republic ; and being quickly 
members of the fame body, they received a 
pure and unmixed happinefs from the hands of 
Simplicity and Innocence, which reigned in that 
happy State. ‘They learned with pleafure to 
obey the Laws, which tended only to keep up 


among them the caufes of their happinefs ; o 
| thoie

thofe Laws were obferved rather for their ufe- 
fulnefs, than for the punifhmerits with which 
they threatened tranfgreffors. The Magiftrates 
who watched over the obfervation of thofe wife 
Laws, were themfelves the moft religious ob- 
fervers of them: they only diftinguifhed them- 
felves from their fubjects by their wifdom and 
‘prudence, by their fteadihefs in dangers and 
their affectionate love for the Republic. They 
did not difplay an odious luxury before theit 
countrymen. If they were above others, it was 
only. to give them an example of frugality and 
modefty : the happinefs of the rage was 
the defign and reward of the care of thofe true 
Fathers of their People. That happy; that Wife 
Nation is no longer to be feen. gist 


f Here the Author dirééts his Speech to thé 
French, and pretends they have corruptéd thé 
Dutch by a fine Air and Politenefs. Beforé 
they knew you, fays he, they were perfeé ftran- 
gers to Forks, and eat only with their fingers : 
nay, which is worfe, they all drank out of thé 
fame glafs. What a piece of clownifhnefs !. In 
§ their cloaths, they rather confulted convenience 
and modefty, than luxury and vanity : they ra- 
ther chofe to follow in their air and behaviour 
the directions of Nature, than the leffons of a 
dancing-mafter. What an unpolitenefs ! Prové 
to.me, continues the Author, that politenefs aiid 
a good air confift in thofe things wherein you 
thake them to confift. Show me that I aé& a- 
gainft Reafon, becaufe I don’t wear a fuit of 
Glodths that puts me to the rack. Make it ap- 
pear to me, that whilft I am fhedding my blood, 
that I may not depend upon a foreign Prince, 
Lought to make myfelf a flave to my hair.

True Politenefs is always grounded upon Rea- 
fon ; and therefore, far from corrupting a Nati- 
on, it isan ornament and aduty. The Author 
condemns only falfe Politenefs, as it appears by 
this paflage, and feveral other parts of his 


Work. 


Pag. 115. Wit never had the firft rank in my 
efteem. A folid judgment, a reafonable erudi- 
tion, an agreeable and eafy humour, a virtue 
which is rather an effect of Reafon than of one’s 
temper, is what deferves moft the approbation 
and love of honeft men. As for Wit, it ought 
only to be looked upon as a quality, which 
makes virtue more amiable, and vice more o- 
dious. 


Pag. 431. To ride a whole day in a Coach, 
without having any thing to do ; to go into 
twenty houfes, only to come out of them ; to 
ufe the exercife of the Fan or Snuff-box ; to 
hear, as a piece of news, what one has juft be- 
fore heard in another place, and what will.be 
heard again in another houfe ; to fpeak without 
having any thing to fay ; to be tired by thofe 
whom we tire ; to fee a hundred people, who 
care as little for us, as we care for them ; to 
make in each houfe ten compliments and thirty 
bows : this is what is called to pafs away the 
time in making formal Vifits. oe au 
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All men profefs to love liberty ; and if they 
examine themfelves never fo little, they are fen- 
fible that they were born for independence, 
Why then have they introduced that troubles 
fome commerce of tormalities, fo contrary to 
that dear liberty ? And fince they have efta- 
blifhed that conftraint, equally odious to every 
body ; can any thing be more natural and rea- 
fonable, than to free onefelf from it with a mu- 
tual confent ? | 

I fhall infert here a remark upon this reflexion of 
the Author. They who make a great many vilits, 
are generally perfons who have nothing elfe to 
do ; and ’tis better for them.ro {pend their time 


- that way, than to do nothing at home. But 


becaufe a conftant experience has taught men, 
that familiarity begets contempt ; it was perhaps 
wifely contrived to make ferious and formal vi- 
fits, in order to avoid the inconvenience arifi 
from a very great freedom. Befides, I think, 
it cannot be denied that erious vifits do very 
much contribute to keep up an outward. Polite- 
nefs, which has a good effect in the Society. 


Pag. 436. The pleafures of imagination are 
thofe which the rich Lucudus relifhes, when he 
confiders the magnificence of his Buildings, and 
the pompous fymmetry of his Gardens. His 
footmen enjoy, as well as he, whatever is real 
in his fatisfaction. They crois fpacious apart- 
ments ; and the gilding of the Cielings ftrikes 
upon their eyes, as well as upon thofe of their 
Mafter. They fmell the pleafant flavour of O- 
Tange-trees, and enjoy the pure and cool air he 
breathes about his Cafcades and Bafons. How 
comes it, that whilft they look indifferently up- 
on all thofe beauties, joy appears painted with 
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the moft lively colours upon the face of Lucuj- 


lis? °Tis becaufe Lucuilus contemplating al} 


thofe wonders, tells himfelf from time to time 
that they belong to him, and that he is the Ma- 
{ter of thofe enchanted places. 


Pag. 439. One of the fureft characters of 
true merit, is to find it out in others, and ex- 
prefs an efteem for it, independently upon the 
outfide, which may heighten or obfcure its 
brightnefs ; to have the génerofity of honour- 
ing that merit where-ever it is to be found, and 
to make an open profeffion of it. Few perfons 
have a fufficient ftrength of mind to unfold 
virtue from outward appearances ; and fewer ftill 
are fo generous, as to pay to it openly the ho- 
mage it deferves. °Tis generally more advan- 
tageous to have a pleafing air, than to have a 
folid merit. 


Vol. Ul. pag. 233. Mr. Van Effen makes feve- 
al obfervations upon the different turn of the 
mind of men and women. The ftrength of 
reafoning, fays he, and the richnefs of the ima- 
postion are in fome meafure incompatible. 

he more we cultivate our Reafon, the more 
we lay afide a great many images, and keep 
only thofe that are abfolutely neceffary. Thofe 
images, being frequently laid afide, lofe at 
length the habit of offering themfelves. From 
thence the Author infers, that women have a 
more extenfive and lively imagination than men, 
and triumph in all thofe matters, that require. 
more imagination than thought. 

They are (fays he) much better qualified 
than men to write Romances and Novels ; and. 
in general a woman of wit has the talent of 

: making 
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making a narration, better than a man, though 
never {fo ingenious. She indulges only her ima- 
ination, which defcribes things more or lefs 
Cael, ‘as it has been more or lefs affected. 
There is nothing in the narration that is dry, 
forced, or too methodical. 

The Author believes that the Ladies are: in- 
ferior to men, as to Maxims, Reflexions and 
Charatters, becaufe thofe things require a great 
gttention. But on the other hand, the moft in- 
genious men (fays he) cannot exprefs their 
thoughts fo well as a woman of wit. She ea- 
fly finds in her imagination the moft proper ex- 
preflions ; which cannot be faid of men. 

The wit of women appears chiefly in their 

Letters, wherein they naturally attain to that 
perfection, which men cannot always acquire 
with the help of art. The Letters of Madam 
de Sevigne are as much above thofe of Count 
Rabutin, as he himfelf is above thofe Men, who 
have beft fucceeded in that kind of writing. 
As for that fort of Learning; which confifts 
inreading, compiling and commenting upon the 
antient Authors, Mr. Van Effen believes that wo- 
men would exceed us, if they had a mind to 
apply themfelves to it. He would recommend 
that ftudy to the Ladies, if pedantic manners 
were not intolerable in the fair Sex. He ac- 
knowledges that there are excellent Poets among 
women, and makes fome other obfervations very 
glorious to the Ladies.

ue Readers will find this Work very ufe- 
di ful to underftand the Hiftory of Europe 
in the laft Century, and to have a true notion 
of the feveral Interefts of the Princes and States 
of that Part of the World. It is not a bate 
account of what is contained in the Treaties of 
Peace, and other Negotiations : fuch an account 
would be tedious ; and the drynefs of the mat- 
ter would not allow a Reader to reap any great 
benefit from it. In order to prevent that in- 
convenience, the Author fhows the occafion 
and motive of each Treaty. If it be a Treaty 
of Peace, he mentions the caufes of the war 
terminated by that Treaty. To that end, he gives, 
as much as poffible, the fubftance of the Mani- 
feftos publifhed by Princes, when they began 
that war ; whereby one may judge of their pre- 
tences to take up arms, and whether the war 
was not frequently occafioned by the ambition 
of the Aggreffor. Afterwards the Author men- 
tions the principal fucceffes of that war, but 
no further than is neceflary to underftand the 
articles of the Treaty enfuing upon it. He 
fhows who were the Mediators of the Peace, 
the main difficulties that were to be overcome 
in order to conclude it, the demands of each 
party at firft, what they ac laft agreed upon, 
what was the confequence of the Treaty, and 
how far it was executed. ‘The Author follows 
the fame method as to the Treaties of Alliance 
and Commerce, and takes alfo notice of thofe 
Negotiations which proved unfuccefsful.

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This Work contains the Hiftory of the Trea. 
ties of the Kings of Great Britain with other 
States ; of the Kings of Denmark. and Swe. 
den, and the Czars of Mufcovy ; of the Kings 
of France; the United-Provinces ; the Swifs, 
the Grifons, and their Allies ; the Emperors 
and Archdukes of Auftria ; the Eleétors and o. 
ther Princes of the Empire ; the Kings of Po. 
land ; the Kings of Portugal and Spain ; the 
Princes of Italy ; the Princes of Tranfylvania ; 
the Turkifh Emperors. 

The Author gives a chronological and hifto- 
rical Series of thofe Princes, who reigned in 
the Country he fpeaks of, from the year 1598 
( when the Peace of Vervins was made) to the 
Peace of Nimeguen.

The Hiftory of the Negotiations of Munfter 
being already inferted in the body of this Work, 
it may feem needlefs to. give a particular hiftory 
of'them, fuch as is to be found at the end of 
this Work.

An EXPLICATION of the Taurobolium and | 
Criebolium , 4y Father HARDOUIN a 


Fefuit. 


SHALL not tranflate this piece, which has 
I been printed in the Memoirs of Trevoux ; 
but becaufe it is very extraordinary, the Read- 
ers will not be difpleafed to find here an ac- 
count of it. 
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The Zaurobolium and Criobolinm Cfays the Au- 
thor), are words unknown to all Antiquity, 
Greek and Latin, Ecclefiaftical and. Profane, 
except one Author. They are only found up- 
on ftones digged up. It was in the year 1515 
that the firft Infcription was found out by Ma- 
zocbius upon a large Marble, where it is very 
grofly engraved, as he obferves, fol. xtv11. ru- 
. diter ex{culpta. The Laurcbolium and Criobolium 
are named in it. The lateft Infcription is that e! 
which was difcovered near Lyons, in December 
1704. The Zaurobolium only is mentioned in § f 
ir ; and it may be feen in the fecond Volume tc 
of the Memoirs of Literature publifhed by the f; 
Academy of Infcriptions, pag. 475. Gruter, th 
Reinefius, and other Collectors of Infcriptions, A 
mention many others. Father Hardouin will te 
2 not 
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not undertake to explain them all : he confines 
himfelf to a fhort Differtation upon the laft, 
which may ferve (fays he) to remove the ob- 
{curity of the others. He adds, that perhaps 
his obfervations. will fhow that we ought to de- 
{pife thofe pretended antient monuments. Af- 
terwards he fays, that Zaurobolium and Criobo- 
lium are not words of a pure Greek original, as 
Jurnebus believed, who, according to out Au- 
thor, gives a forry Etymology of them, in his 
Adverfaria, B. xxv11. Chap. 21. pag.968. How- 
ever, Father Hardouin knows no body that has 
given a better. He affirms that thofe words are 
half Greek, and half Hebrew, and renders them 
Taurus in holocaufto, and Aries in bolocaufto. He 
further fays, that the firft Inventor of thofe 
two words had in view this paflage in Daniel, 
Ill. 40. Sicut in holocaufto arietum €&8 tauro- 
um. | 

Befides this Etymology, which he calls Jewifh 
or Heathenifh, he brings in another, after ha- 
ving faid that Fulius Firmicus is the only anti- 
ent, or pretended antient Writer, who menti- 
ons the Yaurobolium. Father Hardouin calls his 
fecond Etymology from the Greek and Hebrew 
a Chriftian one. According to that Etymology, 
Taurobolio is the fame as Zauro qui Homo Deus : 
and Criobolio the fame as Ariete qui Homo Deus : 
that is, the Man-God, in the room of the anti- 
ent victims among the Jews. 

The two Infcriptions above mentioned, purs 
fues Father Hardouin, were forged according 
to this Chriftian Etymology ; and the Sacrifice 
{poken of in thofe Infcriptions, is no other but 
the Sacrifice of our Saviour upon the Crofs. 
After thefe obfervations, the Author goes about 
to explain the Infcription difcovered near Lyons ; 
NovemsBer 1726, XY be- 
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becaufe (fays he) the Sacrifice of Chrift is more 
largely defcribed in it ; whereas in the other, 
his Titles and Offices are more particularly re- 
prefented.

order of that great God of Gods, for the pre~ 
fervation of the Emperor Cefar Titus Alius 
Hadrianus Autoninus the Pious, Father of 
the Country, for that of bis Family, and of 
the State of the Colony of Lyons. Fefus- 
Chrift King of the ews, and who bore bis 
Crofs ; who received all the blows the angry 
Fews gave bim with all their firength, and 
caufed the Altar of the Vatican to be re- 
moved elfewhere: He has confecrated the 
Calvary, at bis own Coft. Lhe Prief was 
that Fefus-Chrift himfelf : the Fews gave 
bim Pi Prieftly ornaments the Crofs and the 
Crown of thorus. Zhe moft religious Body 
of the Citizens of Lyous have decreed that 
be foall be their Great Prieft for ever. °TZis 
under the Confulate of Appius Aunius Atilius 
Bradua, and Titus Clodius Vibius Varus, 
that the Citizens of Lyons have dedicated 
this Marble to bim, by order of the Magi- 


firates.

A RELATION of @ Fourney from Holland 
into Sweden, inferted at the end of tne 
fecond Volume of Mr. Van Effen’s W ork, 
intitled The Mifanthrope, of which ! 


have given an account above, page 
325. 
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HERE are in this Relation of Mr. Van 
3 Effen’s Journey into Swedeu fome paflages, 
which feem to me proper to be communicated 
to my Readers. ‘The Author attended in that 
Journey a Prince of the Houfe of Heffe: he 
fet out from Amfterdam in a Yacht, to go to 
Hamburg by Sea. He defcribes a dreadful tem- 
peft, which arofe upon the coafts of Frifeland ; 
and fays that he believed he could not avoid 
death, without a particular direction of Provi- 
dence. ‘°* I was not afraid of death, continues 
“° the Author ; but becaufe I believe the Immor- 
*¢ tality of the Soul, I was very much alarmed 
** about the future ftate of mine. I took a fur- 
“¢ vey of all thofe actions of my life, whereby 
“ IT might have offended againft the moft rigid 
virtue ; and that furvey did very much favour 
** of the blacknefs of my hypochondriac ima- 
* gination. I was very far trom excufing my- 
“ felf in any thing. Mere weakneffes offered 
“ themfelves to my mind, as the moft horrid 
** crimes. I reflected particularly upon fome 
** follies of my youth, as upon crimes arifing 
** from the worft intentions. Being a profeft 
* enemy to myfelf, how much did [I {fuffer all 
“‘ the time that the tempeft lafted” ? The 
ftorm being over, the Author tells us that he 
betook himfelf to confider the ineftimable ad- 
vantages of a regular conduct, which alone can 
give a man that generous fteadinefs, which 
may fupport him in the midft of the greateft 
dangers. ‘° Certainly, purfues Mr. Van Effen, 
** nothing can produce fuch a noble intrepidity 
** in a reafonable man, but the certainty of 
** having had a conduét anf{werable to the excel- 
** lency of his nature, and the will of the Su- 
Y 4 ** preme 
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*¢ preme Lawgiver——A virtuous man is the 
* only one, of whom it may be laid : 


“ §7 totus tllabatur orbis, 
°° Impavidum ferient ruine”. 


The Author obferves that he did not fee in 
Sweden one young man between twenty and 
forty years of age, unlefs he was a Soldier : the 
long war had almoft deftroyed the youth of that 
unhappy Kingdom. In his way from Yred to 
Stockbolm, the Poftillions were either old men, 
or Boys of eleven or twelve years, who per- 
formed their duty with the fame skill as their 
grand fathers or great grand fathers. Nay, he 
ran above twenty Pofts, being conduéted by 
young Girls ; and thofe female Poftillions did 
their part to admiration. 

There are no Inns but in the Towns. All 
the Poft-houfes belong to the Crown : travellers 
are received and lodged there for nothing : they 
muft carry their provifions. Bread is fo dry and 
hard, that none but the natives can eat it. 

Schonen is a charming fruitful country. Smalk- 
Jaud is rocky and mountainous, and Offro-Goth- 
Jand is one of the beft Provinces. 

The country-people in Sweden are good-na- 
tured, and very honeft : there is not one High- 
way man to be feen all over the Kingdom. They 
have a very great refpect for the Clergy, who 
on their part make a good ufe of their authori- 
ty to train them up in a virtuous life. The 
Swedes are well fhaped, and have a very good 
air. 

The Author fays, that the firft time he went 
into the Apartments of His Royal Highnefs, 
now King of Sweden, they were full of Gen- 
tlemen, 
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tlemen, whom he took to be fubaltern Officers. 
They wore only blue cloaths, with a copper or 
pewter-button. Moft of them were, like the 
Jate King, booted to the wafte, and their gloves 
reached to their elbows. ‘They had a black 
crape about their necks, and {words of an ex- 
traordinary length. They were admirably well 
fhaped, and had a noble and warlike look. Soon 
after, His Royal Highnefs {poke to thofe Gen- 
tlemen with great familiarity, and ufed them 
almoft, as if they had been his equals. They 
were all Colonels, Brigadiers, General Officers, 
the moft eminent perfons in the Kingdom. 
“ The fight of thofe brave Warriors (fays the 
© Author) brought into my mind the famous 
“ viétories of which they had been the inftru- 
ments ; victories heaped up one upon ano- 
© ther, which after fo many overthrows of the 
“ enemies, taught them at laft to overcome in 
® their turn”. 


Mr. Van Effen defcribes the character of the 
late King of Sweden. “ Inftead of making 
“him fenfible of the beauty of Reafon and 
© soodnefs, fays be, they went about to dazzle 
“his mind in his younger years with the 
“ brightnefs of a falfe Heroifm. They made 
© him read frequently Quintus Curtius, and by 
that means raifed in him a great admiration 
® of the fublime extravagances of Mexander, 
© and perfuaded him to take that Prince for 
* his model. What an effeét can fuch an edu- 
* cation have upon a Soul naturally bold, am- 
 bitious and intrepid ? It could only fill his 
mind with vaft projects and a violent defire of 
** f{urpaffing the antient Heroes, and make him 
* only fond of that glory which is acquired by 


“¢ Arms. 
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cc Arms. 
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Charles XII from his tender 
years thinks of nothing but of Sieges, Bat- 
tels, Conquefts : he docs his utmoft endea- 
vours to make his body fubfervient to the 
great defigns of his mind. The moft natu- 
ral pleafures have no charms for him: he hates 
them, he looks upon them as fo many ene- 
mies to his glory and his vaft enterprifes. As 
foon as he is at the head of his troops, ha- 
ving always Alexander in his mind, he expofes 
himfelf more than the meaneft of his Soldiers : 
he dares the greateft dangers, though they 
appear never fo dreadful to an ordinary Soul. 
Death bad a refpect for the Macedonian Hero 
in the courje of bis vittories : why fhould it 
wot bave the fame regard for the Alexander of 
Sweden ¢ Every thing tends at firft to confirm 
him in the flattering idea of going far 
beyond his Model. Being followed by a 
{mall number of batallions, he tramples un- 
der foot his formidable enemies : they are de- 
feated, put to flight and difperfed. Nothing 
refifis bin, and confequently nothing will refif 
bim. In the beginning of his wars he is 
only a young warlike King, whofe inconfide- 
rate valour might be excufed by his love for 
his fubjects, whom he ought to defend againtt 
powerful aggreffors : but his vi¢tories enable 
him to crown them with an advantageous 
peace: °*Tis time to {pare the blood of his 
people and of his neighbours : here the war- 
like King ends, and the Conqueror begins : 
what fignifies blood to a Conqueror of the 
firft rank ? Let it run plentifully, provided it 
may lead the Hero from conqueft to con- 


queft. But the Hero has not the fuccefs of 
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“ the King who defends bis country : he meets 
“ with infuperable obftacles, and is difappoint- 
6 ed.——The courfe of his viCtories is inter- 
“ rupted by a dreadful blow. His misfortune 
“ exafperates his courage : Zhe Deftinies muft 
“ yield to bim ; for certainly be wih not yield to 
“ them. His efforts feem to be above human 
¢ nature ; but they prove ineffectual : he dies, 
s6 and leaves behind him unhappy and miferable 
“ fubjects, exhaufted by the glory of their Mo- 
“ narch, and who have neither blood nor trea- 
© fure left for their own prefervation. 

“ Let no one think (continues Mr. Van Ef- 
“ fen) that it was out of cruelty, that the great 
“© Charles XII oppreffed a people fo faithful to 
“ him, and fo obedient to his abfolute will. 
No: ambition and glory were the only prin- 
“ ciple he atted by. However, I know not 


© Cfays the Author) whether one may derive 


‘© from that only caufe a fort of hardnefs, which 
s¢ plainly appeared in his conduct. I have been 
 affured that when he was told, either at a 
“ Siege, or in a Battel, that fome perfons 
«© whom he feemed to love moft, had been kil- 
© led ; he frequently anfwered, without fhow- 
“ing any concern: Well! they bave loft their 
“ fives like brave men for their Prince. This was 
* their funeral Oration”. 

That Prince (/ays Mr. Van Effen) did not 
only love conquefts and glory, but feemed alfo 
to love war independently upon the advantages 
he expected from it. Many of his Officers told 
our Author that frequently, even at the time 
of his misfortunes, they faw him leap for joy at 
the approach of the Enemy, crying out: 4b! 
they are coming. 


That 
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‘That young Prince inured himfelf to f. 
tigue and want, as it has been {faid above. 
Mr. Van Effen had upon this fubject from ma. 
ny eye-witnefles fome particulars, that are very 
remarkable. ile tried once, without any necef- 
fity, how long he could bear hunger : he was 
five days together. without eating any thing, 
though he fat down at Table as others did, and 
had {ome meat put upon his plate. He got up 
then fuddenly, rid on horfe-back by himfelf, 
and afterwards lay upon a Couch for fome hours, 
That Prince did frequently crofs in twice twen- 
ty four hours the whole extent of the country, 
from Stockholm to the farther end of Schonen. 
None of his Officers could keep pace with him ; 
fo that he went the greateft part of that way 
alone, without taking any reft, and any other 
nourifhment but a piece of bread. In one of 
thofe {wift journeys, being alone, he had the 
misfortune to kill his horfe. He took his piftols, 
laid the faddle and every thing elfe upon his 
fhoulders, and got to a Poft-houfe, which hap- 
pened not to be very far off. He goes into the 
ftables, where he finds a horfe, and faddles him. 
That horfe belonged to a Trooper, who being 
informed of the matter, ran to the ftables, and 
asked the King (whom he did not know) what 
right he had to take his horfe ? The King an- 
fwered with a difdainful air, that he wanted 
him. The Trooper not fatisfied with this rea- 
fon, draws his {word : the King does the fame ; 
and God knows what would have been the con- 
fequence of it, if fome of the King’s retinue 
had not come then, who were very much fur- 
prifed to find him with a fword in his hand 
againft fuch a champion. The Trooper was 
ftunned, when he came to know that he was 
| fight- 
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fighting his Mafter : but the King himfelf re- 
moved his fear, and told him that he was a 
brave man, and that he would take care to raife 
him. Our Author has been affured that the King 
advanced him afterwards, and even made him 
Captain of a Troop of horfe. 


Mr. Van Effen gives an account of Baron 
Gorts, the famous Minifter of the late King of 


Sweden, for which I refer the Curious to the 
Book itfelf.

This general account is not fufficient to 
give a juft notion of Mr. Collyer’s Work. | 
muft therefore infert here fome paflages out of 
it ; and it will be very proper to do it in his 
own words.

« privilege of having Abrabam to their Father ; 
# but may, if he pleafes, caft them off for their 
“ unbelief and hardnefs of heart, and receive 
¢ the Gentiles. | . 
© Nor is it ftrange that God fhould give up 
“ the Jews to the hardnefs of their hearts ; for 
« the Scripture acquaints us (ver. 14, €8c.) that 
© he had dealt fo with Pharaoh, -who often had 
“ hardened his own heart ; yet God raifed bim 
“up, that is, to be King of Egypt, or made * 
“ bim to fiand; prolonged his life, notwith- 
“ ftanding the plague of Boils, that at laft the 
~ power and glory of God might be more emi-

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nently fhewn in his deftruction in the Red 
Sea. So the Jews had often been pardoned, 
notwithftanding their idolatries ; but now 
fince they hardened themfelves againft Chrift 
the Meffiah, God had caft them off, and would 
fhew mercy to the Gentiles, as the Prophets 
Hofea and I/aiab had foretold. For God may 
difpenfe his favours as he pleafes, like as a 
Potter makes (as he pleafes}) one part of the 
clay ferve for a veffel of nobler ufe, and the 
other for a meaner. 

“ After all, the Apoftle declares, (Chap. x, 
xi.) that the whole body of the Jews were 
not fo caft off, but that he prayed for their 


converfion ; and thofe who fhould quit their | 


dependance on the Law, and confe/s with 
their mouth the Lord Fefus,. and believe in 
him, might be faved : and there were even 
then a remnant of fuch, and there would be 
in time to come a greater converfion of them. 
Therefore the Gentiles ought not to infult 
over the Jews ; but remember that the Pa 
triarchs Abrabam, Ifzac and Facob, who were 
the fir? fruits of the root, were boly,. or own- 
ed by, and feparated to God ; and therefore 
the whole /ump or brauches, the body of the 
Jews (their Offspring) may be fotoo. Where- 
fore the Gentiles fhould look on the Jews as 
the natural branches, and themfelves as grafted 


on their ftock, Finally, the Apoftle fhews § 


that God is ready to have mercy on all that 


* believe in Chrift, both Fews and Gentiles.

the Reverend Dr. Samuel Clarke, in his late 
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There are at the end of this Work fome Re- 
marks taken chiefly from modern Travellers of 
undoubted credit, concerning the prefent cuftoms 
of the Inhabitants of Pa/eftine and other Eaftern 
Countries, whereby many paflages of the Holy 
Scripture are very well illuftrated. I fhall only 
fet down two of thofe Remarks. 


BB The way of Divination by Arrows (fays the 
Author) was ufual among the antient Arabi- 
ans *. When any perfon was to undertake an 
affair of moment, he put three Arrows into a 
veflel, upon one of which was written, My Ged 
bas commanded ; on the other, My God bas 
forbidden ; and on the third, Nothing. If the 
firft was drawn out, the perfon purfued his de- 
fin ; if the fecond, he forbore ; and if the 
third, he drew on till one of the former was 
drawn. ‘This may explain a paflage in the Pro- 
phet Ezekiel, xxi. 21. For the King of Babylon 
flood at the parting of the way, at the bead of the 
‘two ways, to ufe divination: be made his arrows 
- Be bright, be confulted with images, be looked in the 
hver.

ue Readers have feen in this Journal an 

account of two Letters, written by Mr. 
vier, Profeflor at Paris, againft the fecond 
{ition of Father Hardouin’s Commentary upon 
iny. ‘That Father has anfwered thofe Letters, 
nd his Anfwer has been publifhed in the Afe- 
irs of Trevoux. I need not tranflate it ; but 
lfhall give a very full account of it, with all 
he impartiality a Journalift ought to fhow 
yon fuch an occafion. I fhall even forbear ma~ 
ing any remarks upon thofe things which I do 
ot. approve. 


Mr. Crevier was told by his friends, that they 


Ilieved Father Hardouin had fome particular 


inciples, which appear to him more certain 
han whatever is to be found in Books ; and 
hat therefore being ignorant of thofe princi- 
ples, he attacked that Author at random. It 
id been well for that Profeffor, fays Father 


Hardouin, to have followed their advice, and 


nt to publifh a fecond Letter. The Author 
idds, that Mr. Crevier has proved but one mi- 
luke in the Commentary upon Pliny, viz. about 
the number of the Tribunes of the People. He 
knows not how that error efcaped him ; but he 
hys that Mr. Crevier might have found it cor- 
tected in the Errata. : 

The Author in this Anfwer is contented to 
take notice of two Remarks in the fecond Let- 
ter of Mr. Crevier. Pliny {peaking of the Son 
ofa Roman Knight, fays that he was paterna 
Site pellitus ; that is, according to Mr. Cre- 
- Viely 
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vier, that by his father’s fide he came original 


from a Nation called Pe//iti in Sardinia, a Now 


tion mentioned by Livy, XXIII. 40. and deng 
ted by Cicero in his Difcourfe De Proving; 
Conf. n. 15. This is Gronovius’s explication, 
But according to Father Hardouin, the word 
of Pliny fignify, that this Roman Knight de 
{cended from a tamily of Magiftrates, who wore 
Furs, as the Prefidents of .the Parliament of 
Paris. 

To confute Mr. Crevier’s explication of the 
pafflage in Pliny, Father Hardouin obferves tha 
the Profeffor gives us a conjecture of Gronoviz 
for the true Text of Livy. Gronovius durft not 
infert it in the Text of that Hiftorian. Neithe 
Livy nor Pliny did ever know thofe Peliitos in 
Sardinia. The Manufcripts and the Edition 
of Livy have Pellidos, not Pellitos. Befides, 
would Pliny have mentioned in this place a Pec 
ple of Sardinia, not taken notice of by him in 
his Geography, where he mentions feveral na 
tions of that Ifland ? See B. III. Seét. 13. More 
over, Father Hardouin tells us, that upon ver 
good critical rules, with which he is not obliged 
to acquaint Mr. Crevier, he may very well af- 
firm that in all the Manufcripts of Livy, there 
is Sardos Pellidos, except perhaps fome Man 
{cript like that mentioned by Gronovius, in which 
the Reading is doubtful. *Tis true that Grou 


wins fays, Optimt, Pellitos ; but according tof 


Father Hardouin, if he means that fuch is the 


Reading of the beft Manufcripts, without {pei 


cifying them, he deceives us.

Hardouin fays, it does not follow from thofe 
ords, that there were no other ma/ftrucati la- 
Wi in Sardinia, but the Pelijitz, Another 
song argument from that paflage in Cicero, is 
his, according to our Author.

« venfal? To keep off that objection, hy

“ ther’s fide, both from Provence and Sardinig 
“ Is this his way of explaining the antient Au 
* thors to his {cholars ” ? 























Laftly, Father Hardouin affirms, that Mr. Cre 
wier’s explication of the paflage in debate is ab 
furd ; whereas, fays he, mine is very inftru 
tive, fine, judicious, agreeable to the Text anc 
the Author’s fcope. “ The defign of Pliny i 
«< to make one admire the modefty of the An 
¢ tients in the furniture of their houfes, anc 
« their feverity in punifhing profufenefs and lu 
« xury, efpecially as to Silver-Plate. We know 
« fays he, that Pompeius Paulinus, who was the 
« Son of a Roman Knight, of the City of Aries 
«¢ and who befides reckoned in his family by his 
« father’s fide Magiftrates diftinguifhed by theirg 
«¢ Furs, was fent to the Frontier to fight the 
« fierceft nations, for having had in the Camy 
« (Che was a military man, as well as his father 
“ twelve pounds weight of Plate. At Hercules 
“¢ Pompeium Paulinum Arelatenfis Equitis filium, 
“* paterna gente pellitum, quod duodecim pondo ar 
“ genti te apud exercitum, ferociffimis gen

«© But, according to the Profeffor, the fenfe 
of the paflage is, that Pompeius Paulinus was

 milies the moft illuftrious and the moft anti- 
ent, Pompey by his father, and Pausinus by 
“ his mother ; and moreover, defcending by 
« his father’s fide from fome beggarly Banditté 
“ of Sardinia. Is this an explication that can 
« appear natural and probable to a fenfible 
“ Reader? Becanfe Gronovius advanced a ver 
“ weak and falfe conjeéture, which he durft 
“not infert in the Text of Livy, mentioning

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~ Father Hardouin proceeds to another Remark 
of Mr. Crevier, concerning two Medals, one of 
the Emperor Galizenusy and the other of his 
wife Szlonina, with thefe Infcriptions upon the 
Reverfe : Funoni Confervatrici Auguftt : Funoné 
Confervatrict Auguhe. 'A Stag is reprefented 
upon, thofe two Medals. Our Author has ob- 
ferved in hisCommentary, that Horns denoted 
formerly as well as now, the difhonour imprint- 
éd upon the forehead of a husband by the un- 
faithfulnefs of his wife: and as a proof of it, 
he has quoted Artemidorus, and an Epigram of 
Martial, which (fays he) was not underftood 
| 2 before. 
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before. According to that notion, Father Har. 
douin believes ftill, that upon the Medals juft 
now mentioned, Fano is the preferver of conju- 
gal faithfulnefs. He denies that the Stag is q 
Symbol of the long life that was wifhed to Ga/- 
lienus and Salonina. What relation Cfays he) 
is there between ‘Zuuo and a Stag, if that ani- 
mal is the fymbol of a long life ? Is Funo look- 
ed upon as the Deity, who gives a long life ? 
A male Deity fhould rather be placed upon the 
Medal of a Prince, Fupiter, for inftance, or the 
Sun, who are more able according to the noti- 
ons of the Heathens to give a long life, than 
Funo. Befides, purfues the Author, the words 
CoNSERVATORI or CoNSERVATRICI are never 
put upon Medals, nor in Infcriptions, but for 
a benefit already received from the Deity that is 
menticned. <Apollini Confervatori Aug. Fovi Con- 
fervatort Aug. Libero P. Confervatori Aug. Marti 
Coufervatort Aug. Soli Confervatori Aug. Diane 
Confervatrici Aug. &c. Is a long life a benefit 
which Gallienus had received, who is faid to have 
died at fifty years of age ? 

But, fays Mr. Crevier, far from doing honour 
to a Prince, it would be a punifhable infolence 
to ftamp a Medal with fuch a Symbol, as Fa- 
ther Hardouin underftands it. “ I go farther, 
“¢ fays our Author : the conjugal faith is fuch a 
common virtue among Chriftian Princefles, 
‘* that it would be no. great commendation to 
“€ praife them on that account upon a Medal. 
“¢ Tt was not foin the Heathen world. All Prin- 
- ceffés were not virtuous: Pliny complains

H= p me, Sir, to get out of trouble. I was 
yefterday engaged in a difpute with three 
perfons, who raifed a thoufand difficulties againft 
me, about the Miracle which has happened in 
St. Antony’s Suburb. - I fhould have been lefs 
amazed at their incredulity, when that faét was 
ftill left to the difcretion of the Public. But 
fince our pious Archbifhop has thought fit to 
confirm it by his authority, what an obftinac 

not to yield ! However, I muft do them the jus 
ftice to fay, that they are not untra¢table men, 
and refolved to deny every thing. One of them 
is an Advocate, a perfon of good fenfe and ex- 
perience. The other a Phyfician, more religi- 
ous than thofe of his profeffion are generally 
thought to be. The third is a kind of Philo- 
fopher little known to-me, but who does not 
feem to value himfelf ridiculoufly upon reckon- 
ing every thing among vulgar prejudices. It 
was by chance that we happened to be together 
at the Advocate’s houfe. He informed us that 
his curiofity had led him to fee the Verbal Pro= 
cefs of the Miracle. We asked him fome pare 
ticulars about it with eagernefs. It is very jue 
tidical, faid he: fixty witnefles affirm the -pre- 
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fent health of Mrs. La Foffe ; but the ftate of 
her ilinefs immediately before the cure is not fo 
well certified, probably becaufe that difeafe is of 
fuch a nature as to have few witneffes. Her 
Husband, her Laundrefs, and thofe women who 
came neareft to her, did not appear at the Epif- 
copal Court : at leaft their depofition has not 
been regiftred. The Court has been contented 
with the evidence of people, who could not 
know what condition fhe was in, but by out- 
ward figns eafy to be counterfeited. The Pro- 
teftant woman, who atts here a very great part, 
vifited her very feldom. The Surgeon Mr. Pronet 
let her blood fometimes, but did not examine 
the difeafe. As for the Phyfician who vifited 
her, named Dr. Reuard, they have neglected to 
take his depofition, though never fo important. 
To make amends for it, that of Dr. He/vetius 
the Father is to be feen in the Verbal Procefs, 
who affirms that he faw that woman thirteen 
years ago, and cured her of an iffue of blood 
with aftringent ptifans. From that time he faw 
her no more, and did not return to her houfe 
till fome few days after the miracle. “ He 
“found her in health, fays he, though fome- 
“ what weak, like one that is on the mending 
*¢ hand ; her colour neither very lively, nor ve- 
© ry pale ; and ftrong enough to conduét him 
** to the bottom of the ftairs ”. : 

You take no notice, faid I, of the report of 
the five Phyficians appointed by the Cardinal to 
examine that Phenomenon. 

LT only mention, anfwered he, what I have 
feen. The Report you fpeak of, is a fecret 
piece, communicated to no body. But this Gen- 
tleman, who is one of the Faculty, may perhaps 
tell us fomething about it. 
Hee I know, 
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I know, faid the Phyfician, that my Brethren 
have not been willing to pafs their verdict upon 
that fubject. They are too wife to judge of a 
cure, without having feen the difeafe. The on- 
ly thing they have granted at the Cardinal’s fol- 
licitation, is to atteft that it appears from the 
report of the Mid-wife whom they had brought 
with them, that Mrs. La Foffe is not actually 
indifpofed. ‘This is all that could be got from 
them. ‘They were in vain urged to fpeak more 
pofitively about the cure : they perfifted in their 
denial ; and far from looking upon that event 
as a miraculous one, *tis well known they {peak 
to their friends quite differently about it. 

And you, Sir, faid I, what do you think of 
it? Are you alfo one of thofe, who find nothing 
{fupernatural in that matter ? 

Before all things, anfwered he, the greatnefs 
and the continuance of the difeafe till Corpus 
Chrifti-Day, fhould be well averred. Without 
this we fhould run the hazard of doing like thofe, 
who loft a great deal of natural Philofophy in 
explaining the formation of a golden tooth, 
which proved to be an artificial one. But fup- 
pofe the difeafe was fuch as it has been repre- 
fented, yet this would not be fufficient to make 
one cry out, Miracle! A\l extraordinary and un- 
_ common effects ought not to be reputed fuper- 
matural. How. many times has it happened, 
that a gouty man found his legs to fave himfelf 
from a fire; that a Paralytic had ftrength enough 
to run away in a great fright ; that a cruel tooth- 
ach and a violent colic was fuddenly over at the 
bare fight of the apparatus of an Operation.? 
Herodotus relates a fact ftill more uncommon. 
The Son of Crefus was dumb: Upon the day 
of a battel, feeing a Soldier ready to kill the 

‘ £649 King, 
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King, he ftrove to cry out, Stop, wretched man‘ 
his effort had a double fuccefs : he faved his fa- 
ther’s life, and recovered his f{peech. 

Thofe examples, faid I, have no affinity with 
the prefent cafe. Mrs. La Foffe was not ftruck 
by an unforefeen object, whieh might’ produce 


in her an emotion, and a furprifey as in thofe 


you have mentioned. | , 

If you had read her depofition as well as I, 
{aid the Advocate, you might know that by her 
own confeffion fhe was fo moved and fo much 
out of her fenfes, that fhe knew not how fhe 
had followed the Proceffion to the Church. She 
Was in a prodigious trouble and agitation : the 
made furprifing efforts ; and ’tis eafy to conceive 
that thofe efforts, fupported by an extraordinary 
defire and confidence, might occafion great al- 
terations in her. 

At this rate, faid I, there will be no miracu- 
lous cures. Every thing will be an effect of an 
alteration, occafioned by fome emotion. 

No, replied the Doétor, the nature of difeafes 
ought to be well diftinguifhed. One muft not 
argue about the Fluids as about the folid parts. 
If an arm cut off is reunited, if an eye put out 
becomes found again, if a broken leg is fud- 
denly cured, it cannot be done without a mira- 
cle. But ’tis not fo with the blood and the hu- 
mours : a {mall matter will ftop, or put them 
into motion : their courfe very much depends 
upon the impreffions of the Soul. See how fear 
drives away the blood from the extremities ; 
how a fad piece of news oppreffes the heart, and 
occafions palpitations ; how a furprife ftops im- 
mediately a bleeding of the nofe. Such fymptoms 
are common to all forts of people, efpecially to 

'  * women 
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women who have a nice conftitution, and a 
lively imagination. Hence arife fo many acci- 
dents of pregnancy, fo many monftrous births. 
The ceffation of an iffue of blood is one of the 
leaft furprifing phznomena in this kind, parti- 
cularly at the age of Mrs. La Foffe, who, as 
tis acknowledged in the Mandate, is 45 years 
old, and even above, as I have it from good 
hands. 

Though, faid I, you could account for the 
ftopping of the iffue of blood, yet it would not 
be fufficient. For, what can one think of the 
{peedy recovery of her ftrength after fach a long 
weaknefs ? ; 

That weaknefs, faid the Phyfician, muft have 
been proportioned to the greatnefs of the dif- 
eafe, the ftate of which is not fufficiently clears 
ed, as we have feen. ‘The woman in queftion 
had been fo well cured by Dr. He/vetius, that 
fhe had children fince. In the height of her 
illnefs, fhe crept along in her chamber, and eat 
well enough to fupport herfelf. Her illnefs had 
great intervals, otherwife fhe could not have 
held out fo long. The dejection of a fick per- 
fon proceeds partly from fadnefs and defpair : 
Tevive his joy and his hopes, you revive above 
one half of his ftrength : the cure performs the 
reft. This is what has happened to the woman 
we are {peaking of Dr. He/vetius found her 
weak and pale the firft days, as being on the mend- 
ing hand ; and fhe has only recovered her ftrength 
by degrees. 

At leaft, faid I, you will not deny that the 
edifying figns of zeal fhe has expreffed fince her 
recovery, are a proof that fhe herfelf looks upon 


it as an effect of a fupernatural power, 
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You know, anfwered he, that outward figns 
of zeal are too equivocal to rely upon them, 
efpecially in point of miraculous events. Be- 
fides, whatever may be the caufe of her reco- 
very, it is a benefit fhe may afcribe to Provi- 
dence, and for which fhe ought to blefs God all 
the days of her life. And indeed her piety is 
confined to that, without drawing from thence 
Theological confequences. Her husband does 
not feem to dive further into the matter. The 
good Man is very well pleafed to fee his wife 
recovered, without knowing how, and his fhop 
well accuftomed by that means. He receives 
no prefents ; but he fells his work the better 
for it. Who would not willingly have a Toy 
made with the hands of that new Fo/eph, and 
in a houfe fo miraculoufly bleffed ? 

You jeer, faid I, and you are not aware of 
the confequences of your arguments. For, ac- 
cording to your fine reafonings, there are many 
miracles of the Gofpel, which might 4s well be 
afcribed to mere natural caufes, efpecially the 
cure of the woman who had an iffue of blood, 
which is a cafe perfeétly like this. 

Be not afraid, faid our Philofopher, who had 
not yet opened his mouth. The cafe is not fo 
like, as you fancy. ‘To make a comparifon, 
there fhould be an equal certainty of an actual 
difeafe on both fides. Moreover, that cure is 
not the only one wrought by our Lord. He 
performed fuch great and various wonders, and 
in fo great a number, that fome of them prove 
the truth of the others. If we faw in our days 
many wonderful events, if they were cures of 
different kinds, fometimes a Paralytic who walks, 
fometimes a blind man who recovers his fight, 
fometimes other effects of that nature ; we 
4 could 
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could not miftake in it the finger of God. But 
that a fingle fact, and fo equivocal as this is, 
fhould be fo much cried up, is a fign of a great 
fondnefs for wonderful things. Nay, I dare af- 
frm that fuch a miracle would not be acknow- 
ledged at Rome, according to the formalities 
obferved by the Congregation of Rites in this 
fort of matters. ’Tis true that an Ultramountain 
example is no rule for us. Forgive my quoting 
it, But in point of miraculous ftories, I thought 


we fhould not be more credulous than they 


are. 

Tis no credulity, faid I: *tis a reafonable 
faith. Is not God the fame now, as he was for- 
merly ? Is his power leffened, or his goodnefs 
flackened ? 

No, replied the Philofopher ; but the times 
are altered. God’s wifdom required, that he 
fhould ufe extraordinary means to confirm the 
Revelation, and eftablifh anew Law. But that 
eftablifhment being once made, miracles are no 
longer neceffary, and God does nothing without 
neceffity. | 

You argue, faid I, contrary to the opinion 
of the Fathers of the Church, who relate feve- 
ral Miracles wrought in their own time. Read 
the Mandate : you will find a great many in 
iiss 

I argue fo little contrary to the opinion of 
the Fathers, replied he, that I have from Str. 
Auftin himfelf the reflexion you complain of. 
For he teaches, and repeats in feveral places 
of his Works, that it is no wonder, miraculous 
gifts have ceafed, fince they were only to ce- 
ment.the foundations of the Church. °’Tis true 
the fame Father, as well as St. Cyprian and 
St. Ambrofe, mention feveral miracles which 
hap- 
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happened in their time. What muft we think 
of it ? Perhaps it would be too great a bold- 
nefs to fufpect them of contradiction or credu- 
lity. However, I fhould be forry to believe 
every thing they have advanced. The nearnefs 
of the Apoftolical times might have made them 
believe too flightly that miraculous gifts were 
not quite withdrawn. It may be alfo that the 
Holy Spirit poured ftill, if not fiery tongues, at 
leaft fome {parks of his virtue, to ftrengthen 
the Church under oppreffion, and make an end 
of confounding Paganifm. You may believe 
what you pleafe about it ; but you will at leaft 
grant that in the fourth and fifth Centuries, the 
Church was weaned from a Manna, which was 
no longer neceflary to the growth of her 
faith. 

I fhall not grant it, faid I; and don’t you 
fee how many later miracles the Cardinal al- 
ledges, taken from Ecclefiaftical Hiftory. 

He might have added to them, faid he, all 
thofe that are to be found in the Lives of Saints 
and in the Legends, without forgetting the pro- 
digy * wrought at Paris by the Eucharift in the 
hands of a furious Jew, about soo years ago. 
Tis a wonderful ftory, and it fhould have been 
the lefs omitted, becaufe a good Carmelite has 
very lately revived the memory of it in two 
Volumes written for that purpofe. This might 
enlarge your Catalogue.. But if you believe me, 
you will lay afide all thofe miracles wrought 
among ignorant and prepoffeft people, and whofe

qyarius at Naples, and the Medoua all over Ita- 

ly and Spain, work as many prodigies as you 

will : no body is there to contradict them. Thofe 

of Chrift were performed in very different cir- 

cumftances, and in the midft of a multitude of 
enemies and envious people. His Difciples were 

not born his Difciples : they became fo ; and 

their faith was not an effect of prejudices, but 
of conviction. Now people being ufed from 
their birth to certain devotions, blindly receive 
any thing that has a relation to them. Who 
knows not how credulous Men are in what ae 
srees with their opinions, and how eafily they 
{uffer themfelves to be deceived by every thing 
that flatters them ! There have been ignorant 
Ages, when nothing was heard of but Appari- 
tions, and miraculous Croffles and Relics. E- 
very Saint, though never fo inconfiderable, pre- 
ferved his Votaries from all evils : every Chae 
pel, though never fo fimall, had a healing I 
mage. It was a wonder to fee it, a wonder to 
hear of it. But it falls out unluckily that thofe 
wonders are almoft entirely vanifhed away, pro- 
bably for the fame reafon that the Oracles of 
Paganifm loft their credit, as the Light of the 
Gofpel made a progrefs, 


This is, Sir, the fubftance of our converfa- 
tion. You may judge by this fpecimen, whe- 
ther the Miracle and the Mandate have produ- 
ced the defired effect. One half of Paris, even 
of the Clergy, laugh at it; the other half 
make little account of it; and among all the 
Caivinifts who are faid to be very numerous in 
St. Antony’s Suburb, not one, that I know of, 
has been conyerted, From whence ’tis inferred, 
that 
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that in this matter, as well as in many others, 
his Eminence has been ill advifed ; and that ir 
had been better for him not to expofe on this 
occafion fuch a refpeétable authority as_ his, 
However, God forbid, this fhould leffen in the 
leaft the veneration due to the true paftoral vir- 
tues and exemplary piety of fuch a worthy Pre. 
late. One will eafily forgive him his indulging 
too much the flattering thought of feeing his B- 
pifcopacy bonoured with a miracle. It is a fort of 
vanity very worthy of a Saint. If Satyr finds 
any thing to carp at, be fure that refpecting his 
perfon, it will only fall upon thofe by whofe 
eyes and hands he is direfted. This you may 
affure him of for his comfort, you, Sir, who 
have fo great a fhare in his confidence. I have 
the honour to be, &c.

We feem to be ftill fond of thofe Names 
which fuperftitious Greece confecrated ; and fuch 
is our weaknefs, that we cannot forbear to ad. 
mire men, who were frequently the Tyrants of 
their Age, and moft of them fo wicked and 
cruel, that perfidioufnefs and treachery are fome- 
times the leaft crimes that can be objected againft 
them.

affirms, “ that if a Line was drawn from the 


** mouth of the Severn to Neweafle, and fo 
** round the terraqueous Globe, Coal would be 
*€ found near that Line, and fcarge any where 
* out of it”. Here follows Mr. Strachey’s-ob» 
fervation. ‘“* It were to be wifhed, fays be, 
** that he had given fome determinate’ breadth 
“to that Line ; for, taking it to be 120 Miles 
** broad, it runs Northward through the Oce» 
*¢an, and takes in only a little of Nerway and 
** Greenland, where I queftion, if Coal-is difce+ 
** vered, and Southward this Line would touch 
** none of the known World ; whereas'Goal is 
“© found in France, in Ireland, and fome: parts 
“* of Germany, ‘particularly in the Bithoprick 
of Liege, which will be excluded from, this 
“* Line : yet, continues the Author, I agree, that 
“¢ if a Line, or rather a Segment be drawhfrom

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without the ftrait Line) might be included 
in the Bow or middle of this Segment ; and 
another parallel with it from Zenby in Wales, 
to Baldoc Weft from Falkirk in Scotland ; 
thefe two parallel Segments being about 110 
Miles in breadth, and 300 in length, and 
bearing North and by: Eaft, and South and 
by Weft, will include all the Coal hitherto 
found in Great Britain, and excepting the 
Collyeries of Warwick/hire, which break out 
to the Southward, and confift of Free Coal, 
the Northern part of this Line will be found 
to be Free Coal, or that which burns to a 
white Afh, as all the Wel/b, and almoft all 
the Scots-Coal does : the other, or Southerly 
Line, will be of the Caking fort, fuch as is 
the Somerfet, Gloucefter, and Newcaftle Coal : 
I will therefore call this the Coal-Plan. And 
let this Plan be {till farther extended South- 
Weft, it will include not only the Lead-Mines 
on Mendip-Hills, and Broadwell-Down, which 
croffes and bounds the Coal-country on that 
end, but alfo the Copper-Mines of that Coun- 
ty, and Devon, and the Tin-Mines of Cori- 
wall : and carry the fame Lines Northward 
beyond Zay, (which bounds the Coal-coun- 
try on the North end) it will take in the 
Lead and Copper found in the Highlands of 
Scotlaud. Now, as this Coal-country is at 
both ends bounded by Hills of Lead, fo it is 
likewife traverfed by fuch Lead-Hills in fe- 
veral places, and thefe always lying higher 
than the Coal : for inftance, the Coal in Pez?- 
brokefbire and Carnarvan is cut off from that 
in Flintfbire by the Lead-Minés in the Moun- 
tains : the Mountains of Dery and MWefimor- 

: 6: Jaids 
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© Jand, abounding in Lead, intercept the Coal 
* on both fides : the Lead again in Crawford- 
“ Moor traverfes the Coal ; and that in Fife 
“© and the Highlands crofles and bounds it on the 
North ”. 

After this Obfervation, which I have fet down 
at length, as being very curious, Mr. Strachey 
fhows how Coal is difcovered. Here he obferves 
that “* all Coal lies fhelving, never horizental 
“ like Stones in a Quarry, nor perpendicular, 
“ unlefs broken by a Ridge, which is a part- 
“ ing of Clay, Stone, or Rubble, as if the 


“ veins of Coal or Metal were broken in two 


“by fome violent fhock, and earth, rubble, &c. 
“ fallen in between”. This obliquity is gene- 
rally 22 Inches in a Fathom. 


The Author makes many particular obferva- 
tions upon the Coal-Mines, both in England 
and Scotland, of which I could not give an ac- 
count without tranfcribing the greateft part’ of 
this Book. The Curious will have recourfe to 
it, and to the Figures with which it is at- 
tended. 

I fhall conclude with an uncommon obferva- 
tion of Mr. Strachey. “* Suppofing (fays he) the 
“ Mafs of the Terraqueous Globe to confift 
“ of the foregoing, or perhaps of ten thou- 
“ fand other different Minerals, all originally, 
“ whilft in a foft or fluid ftate, tending towards 
the Centre ; it mechanically, and almoft ne- 
“© ceffarily follows, by the continual Revolution 
“ of the crude Mafs from Weft to Eaft, like 
*¢ the winding up of a Jack, or rolling up the 
“© leaved of a Paper-Book, that every one of 
“ thefe Strata (though they each reach the 
* Centre) muft, in fome place or other, ap- 
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pear to the day ; in which cafe there needs 
no Specifick Gravitation to caufe the lighteft 
to be uppermoft, &c. for every one in its 
turn, in fome place of the Globe or other, 
will appear near the furface : and were it pra- 
Eticable to fink a Pit to the Centre of the 


Earth, all the Strata that are, would be found - 


in that Pic, and, according to the Poet, Pon- 
deribus librata futs. Add to this, that in all 
places within my knowledge, the Obfervation 
of another Member of the Society (Dr. Stuke- 
Jey) has held good, that the Precipices of al- 
moft all Hills are to the Weftward, whereas 
the Afcent to the Eaft is almoft gradual. 
The further enquiry into which I offer to the 
Curious, who have better opportunity ; and 
I only hint farther, -to fuch as have an Aftro- 
nomical Genius, that poffibly the Motion of 
the Earth may receive fome confirmation 
from the fore-mentioned fituation of the Stra- 
ta of Coal and other Minerals, and efpeci- 
ally if found uniform in different parts of the 
Earth ; for, if the forefaid Pofition of the 
feveral Strata and Afcents of Hills is mecha- 
nically accounted for, by the fuppofed Mo- 
tion of the Earth from Weft to Eaft, whilft 
the Earth was foft and tender ; the faid Mo- 
tion of the Earth is reciprocally the necef- 
fary refult of all thefe Faéts, and is there- 
fore itfelf an undoubted faét. But this is an 
Hint of fuch importance, as to deferve a 
more exact refearch”.

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It appears from a Letter of Father de Maila, 
written trom Peking the 16. of October 1524, 
that there has been a Perfecution in the Cpi- 
weje Empire. All the Miflionaries, except thofe 
who lived at Peking, were fent to Canton. A- 
bove 300 Churches have been delivered to the 
Infidels ; and 300000 Chriftians are deftitute of 
Paftors. An Idol has been placed in one of 
the Churches. ‘The pretences for that Perfe- 
cution are, that the Chriftians do not obferve 
the antient Laws of China ; that they do not 
practice the Ceremonies of the Worfhip of the 
- Anceftors ; that among them fome Virgins 
make a vow not to marry ; that the Miffio- 
naries get into dark rooms, to {peak in the ear 
of men and women, that is, to hear their con- 
feffions ; that perfons of both fexes meet ,toge- 
ther in their Churches. 


The perfecution juft now mentioned, has been’ 


raifed in the reign of Yong Lebug, the prefent 
Emperor, who is the fourth Son of the late Em- 
peror Canghz. 


Another Letter, written by Father Paronnin, 
the 1. of May 1723, is addreffled to the Gen- 
tlemen of the Royal Academy of Sciences, to 
whom that Father was fending Dionis’s Ana- 
tomy, a Courfe of Phyfic, and Obfervations re- 
lating to natural Philofophy, tranflated into the 
language of the Eaftern. Tartars, who have 
reigned in China within thefe 80 years. | Fa- 
ther Parounin made thofe Tranflations by or- 
ier of the late Emperor Canghi. That Mifh- 
onary fpeaks of the Language and Characters 


of 
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of the Tartars. He fays among other things, 
that they cannot bear the repetition of the fame 
word in two lines ; that they fall a laughing, 
when a French Book is read to them, becaufe 
they hear the words que, gw ils, quun, &c. fre- 
quently repeated ; that the Tartars have not 
thofe pronouns ; that the mere difpofition of 
the words fupplies the want of them, without 
any obfcurity, or ambiguity ; that their Lan- 
guage has many terms not very long, which 
clearly exprefs what can only be faid in French 
by a periphrafe and a circumlocution. When 
they {peak of dogs, they have words not only 
to denote their different kinds, but even their 
age, their hair, their good or bad qualities. 
Pui ba, for inftance, fignifies a dog, whofe ears 
and tail are very fhaggy. ‘Foleo denotes a dog, 
that has a long and large fnout, long ears, and 
hanging lips. A little dog is called Niaba, till 
he is feven months old ; and from that time to 
eleven months, Nowgueré. At fixteen months 
they call him Indagou, which is the ‘general 
name of a dog. A Dictionary of that copious 
Language was made by order of the Emperor 
Canght. 

There has been alfo a perfecution in the 
Kingdom of Zonkin. Father Menari, an Ita- 
lian Jefuit, died of mifery in a prifon. Father. 
Francis Bucarelli, of Florence, was beheaded in 
the public Place on the rr. of Ottober 1723 : 
he was attended with nine Chriftian’ Catechifts 
or Domeftics, who fuffered the fame punifh- 
ment. Mr. de Seffre, Apoftolical Vicar in the 


Kingdom of Zonkin, has fent fome pieces to 


the Congregation de propaganda fide, which

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prove that the only caufe of their death was 
their refufing to renounce the Chriftian faith, 
to trample under foot the holy Images, and to 
worfhip Idols. Some Chriftians. were condemned 
to take care of Horfes and Elephants the remain- 
ing part of their lives.
